REPORT SCHOOL BOARD 


For Year Ending February 15, 1914 


The fiscal year under the management of the School 
Board of District affairs, ending February 15, necessi- 
tates a brief statement of facts. 

Under the new apportionment the School District 
of Hooksett is required by law to raise for schools 
$2,550, which is $142.50 less than last year. This is ac- 
cording to State Superintendent H. C. Morrison, who 
further says: ‘‘In order to obtain state aid the tax for 
school purposes must be $3.40 ona thousand dollars of 
equalized valuation, (See Session Laws of 1909, Chapter 
158, Section 1, as amended by Chapter 182 Laws of 
1913). To bring your tax to this amount your district 
must raise by taxation a total of $5,534.’’ Now inorder 
to obtain this state aid the average absences must be 
greatly lessened in the daily attendance at the schools. 
Considering the heavy debt of the town, and the burden 
of taxation our taxpayers are staggering under, we can- 
not expect to raise the above amount this year, hope- 
fully trusting the district will vote to appropriate a suffi- 
cient amount to maintain thirty-four weeks’ schooling 
the coming year. 

Our schools have been under the charge of the 
same teachers as last year, excepting in No. 5, Miss 
Isabel Holland of Manchester succeeding Elizabeth Wil- 
son there the last half of the winter term, who re- 
linquished her charge on account of ill health. 
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During the fall term alarming conditions existed in 
the health situation with the pupils attending the vil- 
lage schools, four or five being taken violently ill, sup- 
posedly of an epidemic, resulting from unsanitary con- 
ditions in the building. The school was closed one 
week. Jesse E. Cate, a bright, interesting, pupil, suc- 
cumed toa malady, which cast a gloom over the com- 
munity. The board had the well water sent to the state 
chemist for analysis, otherwise investigated, and found | 
nothing that indicated causes for the sickness, except- 
ing unknown local and the climatic changes of the 
weather. Right here we call attention to the Medical 
Inspection Act, regarding medical inspection of schools, 
according to Chapter 83, Laws of 1913, which the dis- 
trict can adopt if thought advisable. 


The enumeration of the school children, which took 
place in September, was performed by Albert W. Cole.

The School Board regrets exceedingly to be unable 
to have a complete itemized account printed in this re- 
port of the expenditures of the District, ending Feb- 
ruary 15, 1914. Suffice it to.say that every order given 
which was paid prior to the above date is printed in this 
report and vouchersare held for the same. Two orders 
were given January 3, amounting to $111.20, remaining 
unpaid February 27. -Among all of the orders given 
February 16 were the salaries of the teachers up to 
February 13, amounting to $478, the Treasurer paying 
the same from his private account on February 26. The 
Board are able to say that they have given orders for 
all known outstanding bills, including all enumerated in 
this report, amounting to $1,059.84, and on February 28 
there was no money in the treasury to pay the same. 
Besides this there will be due March 6 $168, balance of 
teachers’ salaries and transportation expense ending 
the winter term.

Board of Health 


The Board of Health has to report the preval- 
ance of normal health conditions during the past 
year, except for the continuance of the epedemic of 
measles durmg the late winter and spring. 

During the fall there was an outbreak of infan- 
tile paralysis, with two cases reported, and also one 
case of cerebro-spinal meningitis. These cases oc- 
curred in No. 6 school. The school was closed for 
one week and both rooms fumigated. The water 
from the well in No. 6 school was examined, and 
reported fit for drinking purposes. The presence of 
some surface drainage was found, and the Board of 
Health recommended that the top of the well be 
raised, firmly closed and made impervious to surface 
water. 

The following contagious diseases were reported 
to the Board of Health and the premises fumigated : 
Tuberculosis, 2; Typhoid Fever, 5; Infantile Paral- 
ysis, 2; Cerebo-Spinal Meningitis, 1.
